—A jury of four women and eight 
men this afternoo found. William 
Edward Hickman sane, and therefore 
guilty of the kidnaping and murder of 
12 year old Marion Parker. 
| The jury took one ballot, and was 
out only forty-five minutes. Hickman 
will be sentenced at 9 o’clock Satur- 
day morning. His sentence ‘will be 
either hanging or life imprisonment, 
under the new California criminal law 
which was invoked for the first time 
to govern Hickman’s fifteen day trial. 

Under this law a killer sentenced 
- hang must be ex: ed within sixty 
to ninety days following sentence. On

was the end he expected to meet. 


Case to Be Appealed. 
Hickman’s death may be delayed 


} by an appeal, of which his chief cour | 


sel, Jerome Walsh of Kansas City., 
immediately gave notice. The appeal 
must be filed within thirty days, and 
it will be based on either constitu- 
tional grounds or allegations of erra 
by the trial judge. .

‘THE KRESGE BILL. 

The house judiciary committee has voted to re 
port fer classifying al) violations of 
the Volstead act as felonies and fixing the punish- 
ment at five years in prison or $10,000 fine, or beth, 
at the discretion of the trial judge. The bill is a 
modification of ene Representative Stalker of New 
York has been trying to have made into law. He 
would have taken the discretion from the judge 
and have made all Volstead act violations punish- 
able by mandatory prison sentence. That was 
toned down in the belief that congress was not yet 
prepared for such a desperate piece of legislation. 

Violations of thé Volstead act present a great 
range of evasion of sumptuary law, from the mak- 
ing of dandelion wine, in a flat or city house—not 
on @ farm—to the running of liquor from Canada, 
the making of it in Mlicit stills, and the sale of it 
by package or over the bar of a speak-easy. Such 
violations involve thousands and thousands of peo- 
ple of respectable, useful, orderly lives who do not 
conferm, and of other people making their living 
or their wealth by illegal manufacture or commerce. 


"Phe violators, in their varying degrees of noncon- 


formity or criminal activity, include men of dis- 
tinction and importance, women of respected lives 
ané character, some boys in college, federal agents 
supposed to be enforcing the law, men who have 
engaged in no other illegal! activity, and some men 


wh® never were or wanted to be in anything but 


criminal pursuits. They include congressmen and 
state legislators who vote dry as well as congress- 
men and legislators who vote wet. They include 
men who support the Anti-Saloon league with con- 
tributions and exhortations and men in the ad- 
ministrative and judicial branches of government. 

All under this proposed bill would be felons. A 


bottle of beer, a glass of wine, or a drink of spirits 


legally procured for the use of an invalid, and 
nearty all of it now is illegally procured, could put 
the felon’s brand on the person who so procured it. 


The discretion of a judge could send such a person 


to prison for five years. 


With this bill pending in congress, the officials 
and the supporters of the Anti-Saloon league are 


being required by certain unpleasant publicity to 


diseuss the contribution of $500,000 given to the 
league by S&S. S&S. Kresge, the chain store operator. 
Mra. Kresge sued the prohibition benefactor for 


diverce, and the jury to whom the evidence was 


submitted found him guilty of immorality, in one 
case with a 17 year old girl. In another case, which 
wap the main cause of action, it was testified that 
_ gt the time he and the woman were found together 

there was a pint of whisky in the room. The evi- 
dence creates some embarrassment for the officers

GSeott McBride, the general superintendent, made 
it plain in Washington that it will be kept and 
used.

A FOREST CENSUS FIRST. 


The MeSweency-McNary bill, to provide a ten 
year program of forest research in the department 
of agriculture, is pending before congress. The 
bill carries no actual appropriations, but sets up 
maximum authorizations; it should have the merit 
of stabilizing the work to be done, in a fashion now 
under the present system of fluctuating 


annual appropriations. 


Among the various departments of forestry work 
for which it makes provision are experiment sta-

understood, and the nature of the impression de- 
sired would not-have and could not have been 
doubted. Particularly in a French, Italian, or 
German publication with an authoritative stand- 
ing in the army, organization the purpose would 
have been recognized as a promotion of commu- 
nism. Under Mussolini there would have been an 
immediate reason why the editor left town, if he 
could get._that much of a start, 

The editorship of the‘Infantry Journal for the 
American army may be absolved of such purpose. 
The editors probably were’ as innocent of it as 
any one could be. They were probably too inno- 


see where it went. For all that appears thé writer 
also may have been, but to be sure of that would 
require more ef his identity than the initials “F’. 
F.” reveal. He indicates that he thinks the Red 
principles and methods are wrong, but he believes 
that soviet Russia is “doing signal sergice for 
mankind at large by conducting the greatest social 
experiment the world has ever seen.” 

The author and the editors may say with rea- 
son that the whole temper of the article in de 
scribing the progress and development of the 
communist idea, politically and economically, is 
impartial and open minded; that judgment is 
withheld and prejudice kept out. In that respect 
it is precisely what an intelligent communist 
publicist would offer an American journal 
and it contains one downright atone, on a 
point already making headway with the sain 
of the American™Legion: It is thus stated: 

“Is the soviet union prepared for war? Ever 
since the break with England two years ago, the 
bolsheviki have conducted an intensive propa- 
ganda campaign at home to convince the people 
that the soviet union must defend itself against 
capitalistic industrial nations. With that view- 
point, the Russian masses would look upon any 
war as a struggle for existence. Industry is al- 
advantage in war.” 

Conscription of industry is becoming a doctrine 
not only of American military bureaucracy, which 
desires.to take over private enterprise in time of 
war, but of some of the men who fought in Europe. 
The bureaucratic idea can be understood by exam- 
ining the bureaucratic instinct for control. The 
veterans see an inequity as between conscripted 
men and unconscripted dollars, not having loaked 
carefully into the seeming plausibility ont work- 
ability of their plan.

DONALD DAY REPLIES. 

RIGA, Latvia, Jan. 18. Mentioning 
that my article concerning Russia pub- 
lished in THe TRrBUuNE on Dec. 18 was 
full of misstatements conveyed to me 
from the publicity factory maintained by 
the czaristeemigres in Riga, Mr. Harold 
Kellock, statistical director, soviet union 
information bureau, Washington, D. C., 
proceeds to make a few misstatements 
himself. There is no caarist publicity 
factory in Riga. 

Mr. Kellock announces that the soviet 
government during the last fiscal year 
spent the modest sum of $490,000,000 on 
capital improvement in industry. The 
‘total amount of imports of machinery 
from both Burope and America during 
this period was $42,000,000, or -slightly 
less than 10 per cent of the improve- 
ments mentioned. — 

Comrade Trotzky, when he was a com- 
missar, called soviet statisticans “ fancy 
figurers’”’ and recommended that they 
be placed in jail. Mr. Kellock, coming 
under Comrade Trotzky’s classification, 
asks us to believe that the sum of $490,- 
000,000 has been spent in capital 
provement on Russian industry 
this same industry can’t even manufac- 
ture its own spare parts and machines 
for replacement. The commissars in 
Moscow have a funny little habit of add- 
ing several ciphers to their figures to 
make them look impressive, and if Mr. 
Kellock is fortunate enough to be in- 
cluded tn that list of “ reliable foreign- 
ers” entitled to receive a bolshevik visé 
he should make a trip to Russia to get 
acquainted with the statisticans there. 
He also states that the bolshevik cher- 
vonetz is worth $5,146 and is quoted at 
parity on foreign exchanges. Not one 
single respectable exchange in Burope 
quotes the chervonetz. Any one wishing 
to huy this currency must do so on the 
black exchange and in Riga the price of 
the chervonetz is between $3 and $3.20. 
Mr. Kellock says he will eat any cher- 
vonetz that I buy for $3. If he agrees 
to do this before our Washington corre- 
spondent I'll send over one and I'll bet 
it gives him sixty different kinds of 
diseases.

ABOARD THE 58. OLYMPIC, 
Feb. 9.—President William T. Cos- 
grave’s American tour, which now is 
@rawing to an end as the Olympic 
nears British shores, is regarded by 
him and all the party as a complete 
success and may go down in history 
as the cause of the beginning of an 
industrial revival. 

No one thought when the party ar- 
rived in America there weeks ago that 
much interest would be displayed in 
the industrial possibilities of.

America and the Irish in America 
what the Irish Free State really is 
doing and what it has accomplished 
gince its establishment five years ago. 
He found America eager to hear this, 
but even more eager to learn the in- 
dustrial possibilities and chances for 
‘profitable investment. 


U. S. Capital to Take a Hand. 


During the last few days of the visit 
the Irish president and his associates 
had dozens of callers, American busi- 
ness men, who wanted to know of the 
business opportunities in Ireland. 
Many of these were put in touch with 
the proper departments of the Irish 
government and chambers of com- 
merce. It is said definite plans are 
being made for the establishment of 
industries with American capital. 

“All they wanted to be assured of 
was security and the maintenance of 
order,’ President Cosgrave said. “I 
could only point out what we have 
Gone in the last five years, which I 
think speaks well for our efforts. Irish 
Jabor is skillful and capable of organi- 
gation and we hope our friends across 
the Atitantic will find it profitable, 
both to themselves and to us, to estab- 
lish themselves in Ireland.”
